"TO TALK PEACE? 


Says President Spurns Soviet Amity 


wy The Communist P replied to President Truman’s denunciation of their peace stand: 
by challenging the Chief: Executive to tell the American people if his policies are leading to 
ce or war. The Communist Party in an open letter to the President said that he himself 


ad invented the myth of a Soviet attack on the U.S.A. to 
evade the charge that the White House is deliberately 


avoiding any possibility to work out a durable peace with 


the Soviet Union. Truman had called the 
Communists “traitors” when they said that 
war is not inevitable and that they would 
oppose the American-Soviet war which 
the cold war is breeding. The letter was 
signed by William Z. Fasker and Eugene 


Dennis. 


“Is the advocacy of peace treason,” the 
Communist leaders ask President Truman 
in reply to his: deunciation. 

Following is the full text of the letter: 
Dear Mr. President:

Talking to dozens of seamen, 
you hear plenty that should make 
Joe Curran’s ears burn.

Guess there’s a better percentage 
in it than fighting the shipowners.” 

A Filipino: “I went to sea when 
the ships were going down like 
tenpins, now he tells me hess got 
no room for me in the union.” 

A Philadelphian glancing about 
cautiously: “Careful, Joe's Golden 
Glove boys will knock your block 
off.” 

I’m told that many have learned 
quickly through sad _ experience 
since Curran’s administration took 
over.

[= STRATEGY OF the Murray-Green 


Right wing leadership of both AFL 
and CIO regarding the repeal of the in- 
famous Taft-Hartley Act has proven to be 
fundamentally wrong. They believed Tru- 


man’s promises and placed the workers’ fate in 


the hands of the Democratic Party politicians. 
They issued ultimatums against mass delegations 
and pressure in Washington. They demanded.a 


two-package procedure and then smiléd when 


they got “kicked in the teeth” and swallowed 
the Thomas Bill with the injunction interpreta- 
tions of Attorney General Clark. 


Even after it became obvious to the entire 
world that labor is getting “the works,” these top 
trade union leaders only lament that it is “touch 
and go’ -whether the Senate will adopt even a 
mutilated bill (Wm. Green) or Phillip Murray 
complains “not a single one of the sorely-needed 
measures . . . has been enacted or even reached 
the fidor.” Despite this and in absolute violation 
of the interests and mandate of the trade union 
membership they continue the policy of “do- 
nothing-ism” and demand trust in the Truman 
Administration. | 

Unfortunately, even the left-progressive CIO 
trade unions, although adopting good resolutions, 
collecting signatures and in a few cases sending 
delegations to Washington, did not speak out 
boldly for the decisions of their own membership 
at the hearings of the Senate Labor and Educa- 


tion Committee. They also seem to have 
suffered from some of the same illusions in 


Truman and allowed themselves to be trapped 
by the Murray-Carey-Goldberg strategy of only

HAVING ENDANGERED the entire fight for

Unusual Western

is John Ford's latest western. Beau-

casts and thieves who are “saved” 
by identifying themselves mystical- 
ly with the three wise men of the 
New Testament. 


Three cowboys, two Americans 
and one Mexican, hold up a bank, 
and the movie concerns itself, from 
then. en, with their wanderings 
over the Arizona desert. Caught 
in the endless wastes of sand and 
windstorms and headed off at 
every turn from waterholes by pur- 
suing posses, the first half of their 
story is a negative fight to preserve 
themselves from capture. But half- 
way through their story they come 
across a pregnant woman: in a 
covered wagon whose child they 
help deliver. i 

They find, thus, their roles 
changed from that of the pursued 
to that of protectors of a new bit of 
life. Won over by the tiny, red, 
bawling baby, they start on foot 
across the desert to the nearest 
town, their horses gone and with 
only one canteen of water left 
them. This skeleton structure of the

Despite opposition from the New 
York Commission and from the 
alarmed 20th Century SC, Joe 
Louis will come into New York 
tomorrow in good position. For 
Joe still has Ezzard Charles and 
Jersey Joe Walcott under contract 
to the new International Boxing 
Club to fight for the world heavy- 
weight title he relinquished last 
Tuesday. 

Joe also has the official assur- 
ances of the National@Btxing As- 
sociation, which has been at log- 
gerheads with the New York Com- 
mish for some time, that the 
Charles-Walcott winner would be 
recognized as champion.

Note on Free Enterprise 


THERE IS SOMETHING fascinating, and not a little instruo- 
tive, in the general press reaction to Joe Louis moving into the fight 
promotion field. carefully from “friendly advise” to out- 
right scorn (in seve editorials) the line can be summed up as, 
“Joe, you were a great fighter, but what are you doing moving up 
into the high circles of those who actually RUN things?” 

With truly electrifying speed, making the tedious poll takers 
look like worse bums than they actually are, the Tribune had 
within 24 hours obtained the crystallized and unanimous opinion 
of the. 140,000,000 people who -make up “the public.” Louis re- 
tired on Tuesday. On Wednesday the Tribune knew, in a five 
column headline, “Public Approves of Louis’ Retirement But Not 
His Dictation of Successor.” The lead of the story read, “The 
public reaction: to #~e Louis’ retirement undefeated heavyweight 
champion was whole hearted approval and applause. The public 
reaction to Joe Louis wing up shop as promoter and trying to 
dictate his successor, whom he would control, was a raucous Bronx 
cheer, with encores.” 


This writer has earnestly and vainly sought to find a member, 
ANY member, of the public who was polled, and has been forced 
to the reluctant conclusion that the Herald Tribune's “public” 
falls somewhat short of including the American people. 


Other papers were just as about friendly to Louis’ move. And 
Governor Dewey's New York Boxing Commission, which set every 
known record for never doing anything about anything, is sud- 
denly galvanized into activity, “refusing to recognize” and what 
have you. 


It bears recalling in this connection that there was no’ such 
discouragement levelled at the six millionaires who last fall formed 
the fight promotion outfit called “The Tournament of Champions.” 
Nor at the big money radio and television outfits which subsequently 
took over control of the T, of C. One might even jeune as- 
sume that there would have been a much more respectful press 
had a new outfit WITHOUT Joe Louis made the same mioye to 
snare a championship succession bout outside the monopoly con- 
trol of 20th Century. In fact, you would imagine there would have 
been a certain admiration expressed for the execution of a bold, 
smart competitive move. 


Now if you gather from the above that I'm making .the point 
that Joe Louis, unlike the big business moguls of the T of C, hap- 
pens to be a Negro, and that there is a “place” beyond which some 
folks don't like Negroes to go, such place being specifically the 
r. where the boxing business is concerned, you are absolutely 
right. 

(PS—It makes an interesting footnote to recall that the ad-. 
vent of Joe Louis saved a fight 4 staggering under the scandal 
of Carnera and lack of a real gating pion, and that 20th 
Century would never have been able to build its lucrative monopoly 
in the first place without Joe's career).
